San Francisco, Dec. 1.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The storm which. be- 
gan here at midnight Saturday, and 
which partially broke away on Monday, 
began again Monday night and contin- 
ued without cessation until last night. 
The storm reached its greatest inten- 
sity during Tuesday night, when the 
wind attained a velocity of seventy-two 
miles per hour. Wind and rain caused 
greater damage to telegraph service 
than wasever before known. It was 
not until this aftornoon that telegraphic 
communication was resumed in a par- 
tia] way to outside points. 

Several washouts occurred on railway 
lines between this city and San José, 
and caused astoppage of trains for 
twenty-four hours, but no other damage 
of serious nature had been reported on 
railway lines in other parts of the State. 

TREMENDOUS RAINFALL. 

The rainfall was the greatestin the 
upper Sacramento Valley, where it was 
nearly nine inches. _The Feather River 
has risen eight feet, and the American 
River has also risen rapidly above Sac- 
ramento, causing the log booms to give 
way, covering the sand bars in front of 
the town of Folsom with stray logs. 
The temporary supports of the new steel 
suspension bridge atthat place were 
carried away, and the great structure 
fellinto the river, causing a loss of 
over $30,000. 

In San Joaquin Valley there has little 
or no rain fallen. 

In this city and vicinity the rainfall 
for the storm was nearly six inches, or 
about one-fourth the average total rain- 
fall for the year. At the suburban 
towns of Tiburon, Sausalito and Belvi- 
dere, where several vacht clubs make 
their headquarters, a number of houses 
were damaged and a number of yachts 
and small craft at anchor were badly 
damaged or wrecked. 

At Mill Valley on the narrow-gauge 
road the wind was strong enough to 
blow a car off the track at an exposed 
trestle, but no one was injured. 

This morning broke clear and pleas- 
ant, and the weather has remained so 
during most of the day. 

TWO FISHERMEN DROWNED. 

Two fishermen were drowned yester- 
day near the Berkeley shore while the 
southeast: gale was raging. For two 
hours they clung to the bottom of their 
boat, and, when help was close at hand, 
tired nature gave out and they fell back 
into the bay. The men were Gustine

Inthe morning she was 
overturned and the men thrown into 
the bay. They were both good swim- 
} mers and managed to climb onto the 
bottom of the boat. The waves 
washed over them again and again, but 
they clung to the keel with desperation. 
Their clothing was heavy with salt 
water, and their fingers were numbed 
with cold. They could hang on no 
longer and slid from the bottom into 
the bay and were drowned. 

Antone Martino was caught by the 
gale, and narrowly escaped with his 
life as he went out on Saturday night, 
and was caught in the storm. n Sun- 
day he was driven ashore-on Sheep 
Island, and there he remained until he 
was rescued yesterday. When picked 
up he was more dead than alive, as he 
had had nothing to eat for four days.

CANAL CONVENTION. 


The Work at New Orleans Quickly 
Performed. 


Resolations Adopted Urging the Federal 
Government to Aid the Construc- 
tion and Control the Canal 
When Completed. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Dec.*1.—|By the Asso- 
cidted Press.] The Nicaragua Canal 
Convention this morning received and 
adopted the report of the Committee on 
Future Work. It makes each member 
of the convention a committee of one 
to spread information in regard to the 
canal and each delegation is to make a 
written repor§to the power which ap- 
pointed it a then it will organize 
State ausiliary-asseciations. The con- 
vention will appoint a committee of 
five to go to Washington to push the 
work there and with power to call on 
whomever they choose to aid. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee, the report urges, 
shall be increased so that each State 
present will be represented by their 
mew bers. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama, author 
of the Nicaragua Canal Bill, was ac- 
corded a hearing and spoke atJength 
of the advantages of the canal. 

Inthe afternoon Hon. M. M. Estee, 
chairman ofthe Committee on Resolu- 
tions, submitted his report. It sets 
forth the fact that the distance by 
water from the Atlantic tothe Pacific 
side of our countryis more than 15, - 
“000 miles; that to make this voyage 
we must pass overtemptuous seas and 
through every known variety of cli- 
mate; that a mere thread of land separ- 
ates the two oceans; thatthe severing 
ofthis thread and the opening of a 
navigable water channel! across the Isth- 
mus of Nicaragua will unite the Atlantic 
and Pacific and will shorten the water 
route from one side of the continent to 
the other 10,000 miles; thatthe Pa- 
cific States are now more remote from 
the Atlantic seaboard and older and 
more populous parts of the country 
than Kurope. The report continues: 

The construction’ of the canal will en. 
courage closer relations with our sister re. 
puBlics of Centraland Sout America, The 
cost of transportation of freight will be 
cheapened; that asa measure of national 
defense it would be of infinitely greater 
value than the building of forts or main. 
taining armies; by it our navy can be con. 
centrated at any American port in one- 
third the time and at one-third the expense 
now required. Large and numerous coal- 
ing stations will be dispensed with. The 
Pacific: ocean, with its increasing com- 
merce, its island and Asiatic trade, will con- 
tribute to our wealth and enlarge our mar- 
kets. Inthis age of commercial activity, 
when the most enlightened nations are 
seeking and creating new markets, the 
great aim is to shorten distance and 
cheapen transportation. To successfully 
accomplish this and maintain large and 
varied industries all over the country and 
give better markets to our agricultural and 
manufacturing products, the shortest 
route by land and sea must be created.

ments. The time bas come when America 
should prepare tor and guard against the 
necessity and dangers of the tuture, and it 
would be unwise and unpatriotic for this 
great Republic to publicly andfyuletiy permit 
any foreign power to either open for tnem- 
selves the gates of American commerce, or 
close those gates upon us, and Lence the 
American people should build this canal, 
and control it when built. The convention 
declares it the paramount duty of this Gov- 
ernment to aidin the construction of the 
Nicaraguan Canal, and urges Congress to 
take such steps and give such financial aid 
as will insure the speedy compiction of said 
canal at the minimum cost thereof. taking 
proper security forany credit pledged or 
money advanced for the purpose a re- 
taining such contro] and supervision of the 
same as will insure the peaceful use of this 
great enterprise to the commerce of the 
world, and at the lowest possible rates. 

The resolutions were adopted and a 
numberof speakers were listened to.

MADRID IN A TUMULT. 


The City Throngea With Rioting Mobs 
of Anarchists, 

Mapnrip,. Dec. 1.—| By 
Associated Press.| This has been 
a day of tumult and apprehension 
throughout the city. Thousands of 
men did not go to work at 
the usual hour, but waited in groups 
on the street corners near the 
center of the city. They were joined 
by crowds of loafers and Anarchists 
and rowdies. Thousands gathered at 
the Puerta del Sol and began shonting 
against the ministers and municipal 
authorities. The police tried to dis- 
perse them, but were repulsed. Rein- 
forcements were called, but before they 
arrived most of the crowd drifted 
into the side streets. 

At 2 o’clock the crowd gathered 
again, 11,000 or 12,000 strong. Black 
flags were more numerous, and many 
men arrested had clubs. The crowd 
surged up tothe steps of the home of- 
fice, shouting ‘‘Down with the Govern- 
ment!’ “Down with city thieves!’’ 
“Crush the upper ten thousani!’’ 
“Give us our. rights!’ The build- 
ing’ was closed and a_ call sent 
out for more military and _ police 
protection. Before the troops ar- 
rived the mob started down the 
Calle del Arenal, shouting, singing 
and waving. flage, Stones, clubs and 
pieces of metal from the workshops 
were thrown through windows on both 
sides of the street. 
zens were thrown down and trampled 
or compelled to join the mob, and sev- 
eral shops were plundered. 

When half way tothe plaza before 
the palace the mob was intercepted 
and dispersed by police who had rushed 
from a side street with drawn sabers. 
The struggle lasted ten minutes, as the 
men fought stubbornly with whatever 
weapons they could find. Two police- 
men were knocked senseless with 
stones, and two market women who 
joined the mob were cut down with 
sabers.

The United States to Stop Ruying Silver 
ifan Agreement is Not Reached. 
New York, Dec. 1.—)By the Asso- 
ciateed Press.| Hon. W. Cannon, 
president of the Chase National Bank 
of this city, is the American member of 
the sub-committee appointed to con- 
sider and amend the plan proposed by 
Rothschild to the monetary conference.

United States finds no responsive

THE INDIAN COMMISSION, 
An Attempt to Commit It to the Gold 
Standard Fails. 

Loxpox, Dec. 1.— [Bv Cable and 
Associated Press.}] The Indian Cur- 
rency Commission will resume its sit-_ 
tings earlv in January, whether the 
monetary conference has or has not by 
that time been brought to a close. 
Members of the commission are certain 
to have by January some definite idea 
of what the issues of the Brussels meet- 
ing are to be. and how they may af- 
fect the currency in India. The Asso- 
ciated Press has already reported that 
the Indian commission had under con- 
sideration a proposal to declare a gold 
standard for India. There is no doubt 
_as to the fact that certain strong adher- 
entsof the single standard sought to 


snatch a vote from the commis- 
sion in favor of the gold stand- 
ard for India. Some members 


who were fully cognizant of the momen- 
tous consequences of such a decision, 
yet adhered to it, desiring that the En- 
glish delegates should be armed with it 
when going to Brussels as a weapon of 
defense and offense against the bi-met- 
Bilists. These tacti¢s ‘of ‘bluff and 
bounce’’ were not approved by the 
matority of the commission, who iustlv 


thought the Brussels delegation would 
Accurately gauge a sham decision or 
‘reported recommendation of the Indian 
commission. Ultimately the commis- 
sion will smash the gold standard pro- 
posaland if it makes any important 
recommendation whatever to the gov- 
ernment it will suggest a temporary 
suspension of silver coinage. if the 
Viceroy’s council should decide that to 
be advisable. 

The commission has been taking 
evidence from <Angio-Indian bankers. 
manufacturers and tea-planters. Most 
of them favor doing nothing, allowing 
their business and currency values to 
find their level under the existing laws, 
and of those who spoke of th®%vil aris- 
ing from an unlimited coinage of silver 
in india, the principal ones simply ad- 
vocated thatthe government of India 
shall have powerto suspend at discre- 
tion the coinage of silver. :

POSTAL AFFAIRS. 


Large Increase in the Namber of Oficers— 
“Green Goods” Circulars 

Wasninetox, Dec. 1.—[By the As- 
sociated The annual _re- 
port of Fourth Assistant Postmaster 
‘General Rathbone shows 4105 new 
postofiices established during the past 
year, a greater number than in any pre- 
vious year except 1890, when the num- 
ber was 4427. The year ended with 67,- 
119 postofices in the United States. 
The largest increase in the number of 
postofices was inthe Southern States. 

Rathbone suggests an amendment to 
the law making the mailing of ‘‘green 
goods’ circulars a continuing oTense 
from the time of mailing tothe place 
of destination, so that the prosecution 
can take place ateither point. A simi- 
lar enactment in regard to lotteries has 
about swept them out of existence in 
two years, and, he believes the same 
effect wonld follow in the casts of 
“green swindlers. 

The annual report of Second Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Bell for the 
yvearending June 30, shows that the 
total cost of the inland mailservice was 
foreign mail service, 
€806.145. Compared with last vear 
there was an increase in the star ser- 
vice of 1215 routes, S877 miles in 
length of route and $196,061 in an- 
nualexpenditure, The mail messenger 
service showed an increase of 204 
routes and @68,477 in expenditure.

Pittsburgh’s Crusade Against the 
Social Evil. 


Fallen Women Ordered to Leave—They 
Appeal to the Mayor and Make a 
Scene at a Preacher's 
House.

Pirrsacren, Dec. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Never before in the his- 
tory of Pittsburgh was such a scene 
witnessed as that in the City Hall this 


afternoon. At least 150 inmates of 
disorderly houses, who had been or- 
dered to leave the city by tomorrow 


afternoon, gathered inthe Mayor's of- 
fice. They were of all grades and con- 
ditions of their class of society. The 
women insisted upon seeing Mayor 
Gourley, and when he made his appear- 
ance they wanted to know what they 
were to do. 

Mayor Gourley made a speech in 
which he said: ‘‘They are hurrying 
you out in the strects like dogs.”’ 

One of the females said: ‘‘Some of 
these women, in fact, a great number of 
them, live away from here. They have 
no money and no friends, and what are 
they to 

“That don't know,” said the Mayor, 
‘but 1 will try and sce what the minis- 


ters will do, and let you know by to- 
morrow afternoon.” 
The women went down Smithficld 


streetto Fifth avenue, attracting a 
wreat deal of attention. The ministers 
of the city propose at once to take care 
of the women. The care of the 
‘fallen’’ will be the subject of discus- 
sion next Monday, and steps will be 
takento provide homes for those who 
would lead moral lives. Hundreds of 
women left today for other cities, many 
going to Wheeling,. Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Columbus and Chicago. 

This evening a delegation of twelve 
or fifteen colored prostitutes called at 
the residence of Rev. Dr. M. McCrary, 
of the Third United Presbyterian 
Church, and asked for protection. He 
has been the leader in the movement 
against the social evil and prominent in 
the Sunday-closing crusade. He told 
the womenhe could do nothing for 
them. While he was talking a large 
crowd gathered about the house and in- 
dulgead in cat-calls. The women then 
began ‘‘Nearer. My God, to Thee,’’ but 
the sound of an approaching patrol- 
wagon caused the crowd to disperse.

San Franctsco, Nov. 29.—The one 
subject-now discussed in political cir- 
cles in San Francisco isthe Senator- 
ship. The question of Federal patron- 
age pales into insignificance, or at any 
rate is relegated to the background, 
because itis toa greater or less ex- 
tentdependent upon the Senatorship. 
It seemsto be a very general imprés- 
sion up herethat of all the gentlemen 
mentioned for the Senatorship, Stephen 
M. White of Los Angeles would be 
more in touch with and would get more 
recognition from the administration. 
He has been a consistent Cleveland 
man, while some of his opponents were, 
before the Chicago convention, loud 
and fierce in their denunciations of thé 
President-elect. Mr. Cleveland, by his 
recent utterances regarding Pennsyl 
vania, shows that he is perfectly famil- 
iar with men and events in all the 
States of the Union. 


The open and avowed candidates for 
the Senate at present are White, Foote, 
J. F. Sullivan, Jere Lynch, and Dennis 
Spencerof Napa. That White has de- 
cidedly the best of it is conceded by all. 
There are five members .of the San 
Francisco delegation who will vote for 
White regardless of any persuasion, 
golden or otherwise. In Alameda 
county, which is the home of [oote, 
the Democrats elected two Assembiy- 
men straight andone by fusion with 
the People’s party. All of these men 
will vote for White.. Santa Clara has 
three Democratic legislators for White, 
and Sonoma hastwo. There are three 
candidates for speaker of the house, 
Shannahan of Shasta, Gould of Merced, 
and Matthews of Tehama. All of them 
favor White. Every Democratic votein 
the San Joaquin Valley, including three 
from San Joaquin county. is solid for 
White, and nothing can stop them. 

The Democratic members of Congress 
from this State, Messrs. Geary, Cami- 
netti, Maguire and Cannon, are openly 
for White, while every pronounced 
Cleveland man who was a delegate to 
Chicago favors him. - In fact, there is 
everything in the situation to warrant 
the belief that on a final show-down 
Stephen M. White will be the only man 
known in the Senatorial race. At the 
present writing his friends can count 
upon thirty-seven votes in the caucus of 
fiftv-eight, and this number will grow 
larger between now and the time the 
Legislature meets. 

There is one aspect of this question 
that a great many people seem to have 
lost sight of, and that is that the 
straight Democrats lack three votes of 
enough to elect a Senator. They only 
have fifty-eignt, but there are seven 
People’s party men indorsed by the Dem- 
ocrats, and with these the Democrats 
have aclear majority. But the Popu- 
lists will probably not go into caucus, 
and the guestion arises as to what ex- 
tent will consider themselves 
bound to abide by its choice.

MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


Interest inthe Movement Steadily 
on the Increase,

“The movement inthe line of munt- 
cipal reform is steadily gaining in pro 
motorsand favorable sentiment from 


day to day, and promises to culminate 
in fruitful results, which will not only 
work a pecuniary saving to the tax- 


payérs'generally, but also lessen, 
large measure, the tedious length of 
red-tape and unnecessary formality 
now cumbering the transaction of the 
business of local government. It is 
true that,as has been sai‘, the 
line of reform proposed is identical, or 
nearly so, with that suggested by 
former organizations, the attempts at 
which resuited in unmistakaliec failure, 
serving to rouse, only for a time, some 
little interest, but the fact that those 
at presentengaged in the agitation 
are representative citizens and not 
holdersyof or seekers after office, gives 
evidence of the stability of their assur- 
ances and intent of purpose. 

A second meeting of the general com- 
mittee having the matter in charge was 
held yesterday afternoon in Judge 
Silent’s office, to report progress and 
outlinelfuture work, with Messrs. Silent, 
Slauson, Bosbyshell, Forman, Griffith, 
Kinnev, Knox, Murphy, Lawrence, Col. 
lins, Workman and Marbie present. 

The sub-committees on law and per- 
manent organization made such partial 
reports asthe briet time for considera- 
tion allowed, and announced that they 
would be ready to make the result of 
their labors public in compiete form by 
tomorrow morning 

An interesting discussion upon the 
various technicalities and difficulties to 
be encountered in the attainment of the 
ends desired, and the best means of sur- 
mounting them, followed, in which all 
joined with an expression of opinion 
and many valuable suggestions. 

To the outsider’ who has given the 
subject no realthought beyond a cur- 
sory reflection, the full import of the 
work to be accomplished and the 
amount of labor devolving upon the Law 
Committee will not become apparent. 
The points to be considered and taken 
into account are innumerable. First of 
allcomes up the occasion for decision 
asto'whether amendments to the pres- 
ent city charter or the chances for the 
passage of a general State law would 
best subserve the people's interests, 
and eradicate the evils complained of. 
It is now generally conceced that it 
will be almost useless, to secure any im- 
mediate relief at least, to consider 
working upon the former method, 
while the feasibility of a consolidated 
city and county government as a whole 
is discountenanced as productive of too 
much complication and entailing an in- 
ordinant amount of inconvenience to 
include incorporated towns. This fact 
does not preciude the principal idea of 
consolidating or merging offices of like 
function and reducing the number of 
those already in existence, which will 
undoubtedly be done. 

The amendment to the State law, re- 
cently voted upon and passed, in rela- 
tion tothe management of municipal 
affairs, provides that all city charters, 
passed afterthe adoption and ratifica- 
tion of the amendment, shall be con- 
sidered, in such management as ex- 
clusive, at least so the local attorneys 
construe it, leaving all the cities gov- 
erned under old charters affected by 
particular general laws, and those sub- 
sequently cha ed virtually under 
their own local @uthority_ as to munici- 
pal business strictly. This leaves Los 
Angeles in the former category, and as 
advocated by some it might be deemed 
advisable to draw up a new charter and 
come in under the latter ruling. This 
course, however, is also believed to be 
too uncertain and liable to consume 
much time in passage. 

Another mass-meeting of taxpayers 
will again soon be held, when the en- 
tire plans and deliberations of the com- 
mittee will be laid before them for ap- 
proval or adoption.

The Plans of the City Engineer 
Overhauled. 


Engineer Brooks Expounds the Situa- 
tion and Defends Himself. 


A Diagram of the Outfall Sower and 
Its Siphonie Sinuosities.

Los Anceies, Dec. 1, 1892.—[To the 
Editor of Taz Times.] I beg to draw 
the attention of voters at the coming 
city election, through your widely-cir- 
circulated paper, to the conduct of City 
Engineer Dockweiler in removing cer- 
tain records supposed to remain 
on file in the City Attorney’s of- 
fice and parading the same about the 
city for the purpose of misrepresenta- 
tion and deception. 

I was invited to give expert testimony 
last May, in Judge Van Dyke’s court, in 
the suit of the city vs. D. Freeman, 
which evidence had no reference whatso- 
ever to any part of the outfall sewer 
project northeast of Mr. Freeman’s land; 
and especially to the proposed inverted 
siphon near the race course, the design 
for which [had not then seen, or had 
any opportunity of examining, until a

later date. Mr. Dockweiler, however, 
informed me that it was similar in all 
respects to that of No. 2 on Mr. Free- 
man’s land, a diagram for which was 
on exhibition inthe court, and a cha- 
otic, unfinished pencil drawing (sic) in 
the City Engineer's office. No detailed 
drawings for any part of this work had 
at that date been put in hand, and the 
specifications sanctioned in the month 


of July following had then no 
existence. So far, the general de- 
design of that part of the out- 


fall sewer, then under consideration, 
seemed quite satisfactory. The in- 
verted siphon in Mr. Freeman's land 
was to be provided with lutcrals, through 
which any sedimentary matter could be 
sluiced out as fast as it formed; and, by 
falling back on these, during any par- 
tial failure in the water supply, that si- 
phon would be in no danger of 
choking. The proposed sand-trap to 
be prefixed to that siphon, and which 
had nothing to do with the famous 
‘settling basin’’ at the race course, was 
merely to conciliate Mr. Freeman, and, 
as I pointed out to Mr. Dockweiler, was 
entirely unnecessary. It was after- 
w4rd abandoned. Mr. Dockweiler had 
assured me most positively that there 
would be abundance of water, and as 
the siphon would have a velocity of 
over five feet per second, it was practi- 
cally unobjectionable. But, after the 
suit herein referred to had been con- 
cluded, Mr. Dockweiler, finding serious 
errors in the levels, which had been 
only roughly and hastily taken, com- 
menced to change and modify the en- 
tire project. The.alignment was ma- 
terially changed. Siphon No. 1, at the 
race course, Was tilted up at the wrong 
end, and its hydraulic grade changed 
from 1 in 605 to a flatter grade of 1 in 
800. Simultaneously the grade of 
siphon No. 2 was modified by changing 
it from 1 in 605 tol in 487.6, and 
the lateral outfalls, upon which the 
usefulness of this siphon entirely de- 


with by limiting their length to one and 
a half miles each, without provision for 
any outlets! At the same time the 
race-course siphon, instead of having 
the laterals similar to the plan stiown 
to me, was provided with a silly ar- 
rangement of blow-offs fromthe tops of 
manholes! and other unique devices 
which would be highly amusing if the 
matter were not so’ very serious. Your 
readers are referred to Mr. Dock- 
weiler’s evidence in the same suit of 
the city vs. D. Freeman for his descrip- 
tion of a manhole cover~with springs! 

I naturally felt annoyed that I hasel 
been imposed upon, and made to appear 
to indorse a project which cannot fail 
to bring ridicule and discredit upon 
everybody connected with it, and as 
early as June last commenced to urge 
Messrs. Dockweiler and Flynn to elimi- 
nate the objectionable features of these 
siphons. This gave offense, andI was 
curtly informed that if I knew any bet- 
ter way of building the outfall sewer, I 
was at liberty to get the City Council 
to adopt it. 

Now, Mr. Editor, is it right or fair of 
Mr. Dockweiler to try to make the pub- 
lic believe that my evidence, before re- 
ferred to, was intended to indorse and 
support points about this outfall sewer 
which I nevér did, and never could have 
approved? 

Above is a profile drawn to scale of 
that part ofthe outfallsewer which 
embraces the inverted siphons. 

It will be noted that by raising the bed 
of No. 2 siphon at its lowest point 
about six feet, and depressing the end 
of the siphon the same distance, the 
siphon principle disappears, and it will 
act as a common drain. The racecourse 
siphon, however, cannot be so treated 
and must come out entirely. I under- 
stand Mr. Dockweiler has secured a 
small temporary water supply which he 
expects will remove ali difficulties, but 
Ihave no hesitation in stating that 
even with 500 cubic feet per second, 
the design for this outfall sewer, as it 
now stands, has no chance to result in 
anything else than a miserable and 
sickening failure.

WHAT MR. BROOKS TESTIFIED TO. 


Transcript from the Official Record tn the 
Case of the City vs. Freeman. 

In the case of ‘‘the City of Los An- 
geles vs. Daniel Freeman et al.,’’ F. C. 
Brooks, being called for the plaintiff 
and sworn, testified as follows: 

Mr. McFarland. Q. Whatis your occu- 
pation, Mr. Brooks’ A. Civil, sanitary 
and hydraulic engineer. 

How long have you been such? A. 
Over thirty years. 

Mr. Chapman. I suppose this would be 
evidence of the same kind? 

Mr. McFarland. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Chapman. Suppose we just have it 
understood that it is taken unéer the same 
objection and exception. 

Mr. McFarland. Yes. All right. Q. 
Have you had much experience in the con- 
struction of sewers, Mr. Brooks? A. I 
have been engaged in the construction of 


‘sewers several times in the course of my 


experience. 

Q. Where? A. Well, pretty much 
over the world. In India and in En- 
gland and in this country; in Chi- 
in parts of Canada—Chatan. I 
frequently called upon to 
investigate .and report upon __ sewer- 
age matters. 
of all the plans for sewerage of Council 
Bluffs, which was carried out about ten 
years ago. 

Q. Have you ever built any siphons to 
conduct sewage’? A. have built a 
number of siphons. Some of them 
sewerage; most of them drainage. 

Q. You have heard the testimony, most 
of it, in this case in regard to the construc- 
tion of this siphon, have you not? A. Sir? 

Q. You have heard the testimony in this 
case in regard to the construction of this 
siphon, and in regard to the manner in 


which this siphon is to be constructed? A. 


Yes, sir, I have—have examined it. 

Q. Now, from your experience and 
knowledge, would you say that that siphon 
could be constructed of wood in the man- 
ner which has been proposed here, so that 
it would last? A. I would prefer wood to 
brick or iron, or aimost anything else, for 
that purpose. 

. Why? A. It would be absolutely 
tight and it would be lasting, and it would 
be very much cheaper than any other ina- 
terial. 

. Now, have you figured any of the ve- 
locity of that sewer, or, especially, the size 
of it? A. Yes, sir, I made a few calcula- 
tions. 

Could you say whether or not that 
would be cleansing—that siphon; would it 
cleanse itself? A. Decidedly. The veloc- 
ity would be such that it would be almost 
impossible for any-deposit to remain long, 
or remain atall. 

Q. Well, if a deposit should remain 
there, what would be the effect of opening 
these laterals which we have spoken of, 
thirty inches in diameter, leading off down 
the heavy grade’ A. Either one or the 
other would effectually cleanse it in a very 
short time. 

Q. Now, Mr. Brooks, you have heard 
them describe the way this sewage is to be 
brought down there, have you not? A. 
Eh? Lam alittle deaf. 

Q. You have heard them speak of the 
sand trap, haven't you, here inthe city? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Suppose a sand trap was properly 
constructed, the sewage run through that, 
and then the sewage would be run through 
tive or six miles of sewer, three miles of 
which was an inverted siphon similar to 
this, what would be the probabilities ct 
anything running in the sewage that would 
settle in the siphon on Mr. Freeman's land? 
A. It would impossible. An ordinary 
sand trap, even of a—a hundred feet or 
less, would collect all the deposit that 


would enter that siphon; and anything | 


that could be held for that would be easily 
carried by the velocity that it will have.

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
Wong Ark, who was recently convicted 
of manslaughter upon his third trial, 
appeared before Judge McKinley in 
Department Six, to receive sentence. 

His attorney, James M. Damron, Esq., 
however, moved the Court to grant the 
defendant another new trial upon the 
grounds that the Court had erred in its 
decision of questions of law arising 
during the course of the trial, that the 
jury had been misdirected on matters 
of law, and that the verdict was con- 
trary to law and the evidence. The 
motion was denied by Judge McKinley 
after argument thereon, and the de- 
fendant’s counsel thereupon presented 
a motion in arrest of judgment upon the 
ground that the information was insuf- 
‘ficient in that it did not conform to the 
provisions of the law, but this was also 
denied. After the usual formula had 
been disposed of, Judge McKinley sen- 
tenced Wong Ark to imprisonment in 
the State prison at Folsom for the term 
of ten years. 

No notice of appeal was given, and in 
view of the fact that the defendant very 
narrowly escaped imprisonment for 
life, itis probable that he will accept 
his present fate in preference to trust- 
ing himself to the tender mercies of an- 
other jury.

The defendant, on the other hand, 
alleges in his answer, that on Febru- 
ary 7. 1878, George Stoneman, the 
common grantor of the partiesto this 
action, who was the ownerof a large 
tract of land known asthe Stoneman 
Rarch, sold the thirty acre tract to 
John H. Griffith, but before doing so he 
constructed a zanja across it for irri- 
gating purposes. He subsequently sold 
a tract of eighteen acres, ‘adjoining it, 
to H. D. Barrows and W.C. Furrey, 
defendant's grantors, together with 
certain water rights appurtenant 
thereto. Thatin 1875, Griffith, Bar- 
rows and Furrey, by nfutual consent, 
laid a line of 1i-inch water pipe in lieu 
of said ditch, and constructed a sand- 
box in the thirty acre tract. That on 
December 16, 1889, plaintiff bought 
the ten acre trdct, and on August 20, 
1890, they proceeded to plow up the 
ditch, tear up the,sand-box, and discon- 
nect said pipe, 215 feet of which they 
appropriated to their own use, thereby 
depriving him of his water rights. He 
therefore asks that the temporary in- 
junction already issued be dissolved so 
that he may proceed to assert his rights 
in the premises.

Meeting ot the City Council—Sewer Bids 
Opened. 

TheCity Council met yesterday after- 
noon in regular session, Mayor FE. W. 
Gaty and all members present. The Coun- 
cil chamber was filled with spectators, 
many of them interested in the awards for 
sewer work and boulevard paving, -which 
were to be acted upon. 

The bids were opened for putting in the 
sewer on Santa Barbara street. Frank 
Mair’s bid was the first one opened. It was 
for putting down the sewer complete ac- 
cording tothe plans and specifications on 
file in the City Engineer's office; per foot 
$1.12%; man-holes, each, $60; lainp-holes, 
$12: extra digging per cubic yard. 75 
cents; extra concrete work per cubic vard, 
$8. Accompaning his bid was a bond 
of $2000. 

A. L. Hobson's bid was the next, and he 
proposed to putin the sewer complete, in- 
cluding everything, for $1.23 per linear 
foot. His check accompaning bid was 
$1150. 

David I. Lehman's bid was the same as 
Hobson's, $1.23 ver foot, including every- 
thing, according to Beee and specifica- 
tions. His check was $800. 

Frank Walker's bid of San Francisco was 
the next opened. His bid was $1.45 per 
linear foot, complete. His check was for 
$1060. 

Thomas Nixon's bid was for the lump sum 
of $8456, for the complete work, which, 
reduced cto a price per foot, was about 
$1.26. 

This completed the bids, and Councilman 
Holliday moved that the bid of Lehman be 
accepted. To this Mr. Hobson objected, 
stating that as one of the conditions and 
requirements was a bond to accompany 
the bid to equal 10 per cent of the whole 
amount, and as Mr. Lehman's bond was 
only $800, an amount not equal to 10 per 
cent. of the price of the whole work, his, 
Hobson's, bid was the lowest one to be con- 
sidered. The Council thought differently. 
and awarded the contract to the local man. 

Next, the bids were opened for the work 
of laying the sewer on Anapamu and Gar- 
den streets. On this there were four bids, 
Hobson at $1.19 per foot, with a check of 
$450; Frank Walker, $1.23 per foot, 
check $450: Lehman, complete, $1.16 


eS foot, check $400,,and Thomas Nixon, 


2985, which is less than $1 per foot, and 
a check of $700. On motion, the contract 
was let to Nixon, his being very much the 
lowest bid. 

It began raining again Wednesday even- 
ing, and continued with a gentle downpour 
all night and part of vesterday forenoon. 
Something more than an inch of water 
fell during the time, with nearly five inches 
since the beginning of the storm on Sun- 
day last.

Slim—The Electric Light Plant. 

John Martin, the young man who was ac- 
cidentally shot Wednesday by a gunsmith 
while loading an old_rifie, is still alive, but 
his symptoms at the time of sending in this 
report are less favorable. The righ@lung 
has been pierced, and Martin. is growing 
weaker, and his chances for recovery are 
very slim. Only 2 per cent. of persons 
shot through the lung ever get well, accord- 
ing to the reports of physicians, so it will 
be seen that the young man is probably 
doomed. The accident is a most deplorable 
one, and the grief-stricken parents have 
the sympathy of the entire community.

Interest in the Water (nestion—McFar- 
land Organized. 

The Union is trving to divert the public 
mind from the all-important water ques 
tion. and is raising the spirit of the old 
“eastern outlet rAllroad scheme, which, 
like Banquo's ghost, will not down. Mr. 
Babcock does not want the people io have 
a Water a«vetem of their own Hie wants to 
continue to supply San Diego with water 
from his own «ystem at ruinous ratcs. The 
people are f ili¥ roused on the water ques 
tion, and Mr. Babcock .thinks to divert 
them by bringing up again the everlasting 
chimera of a? outiet. to Yuma. He 
this once befote. when he manavred to 
secure What known as “the railroad 
Water leave by which the citv leased the 
plant of the water company at a ruinous 
rental on the mere promise of that com- 
pany to a railroad ffom Lower Cai 
ifornia to San Dieco and thence to YVuurs 
The lease wa of coarse, vold, as many 
warned the city a. the time it was entered 
into: the railroad was never built, and 
never intended to be built. The city is in 
debt to the water company ind is ina 
very tangicd-up mess altogether 

Ratiroads have always been to San 
Dieyo what a red rag is to a buil; it 
doesn't make us mad exactly, as the 
rag dloes the bull, but, nevertheless, we are 
sure to lower cur heads and run after it re 
gareless of barb-wire fences, ditches, stone 
Wails and other insurmountable olstacies, 
so that now the water question is again on 
tap Mr. atcock’s paper. the Union, again 
trots out the ringboned, spavined and de- 
crepit old ratiread proposition, thinking 
that perhaps it can again go fast enough to 
throw dustin the eyes of the peopie. But 


the people will fool Kim this time. San 
Diego has aiways been rainbow-chasing 
aiter ratiroads, and tne railroads have sys- 
tematically and consistently given San 
Diege the laug). if San Diero had spent 
her time in raising subsidies tor irrigation 
companies instead of railroad companies, 
we could, ‘ong before this, Nave had two or 
three Riversides within our city limits, and 
our back country would have been one. 
ever-changing yet always magnificent pan- 
orama of wealth-producing fruttion, and 
railroads would have been clamoring for 
franchises and rights-of-way. It seems as 
though the scales had at fast fallen from 
the eves of our people, and that they are 
at last about tou do something which will be 
Yorever productive of great returns, and 
the morning organ will find some difficulty 
in again blinding the people as to their 
best interest». The grand results already 
attained by the extension of the water sys. 
tem to Point Loma show conclusively what 
our soilis capabic of, and show conclusively 
that our only hope tor tuture development 
isin water and plenty of it, andcheap. The 
Perris irrigation district gets water at 11 
cents per inch per twenty-four hours’ flow. 
This is equivalent to over twelve thousand 
gallons. yet we of San Diego, using many 
times as much water as does Perris, are 
paying 10 cents for 1000 galions of water. 
If we would prosper and progress all this 
must be changed. Bonding the city for a 
distributing system would not help matters 
in the least: bonding the city for a water 
system, or buying a perpetual water right 
of say 600 inches would give us the cheap- 
est water in the State, and would almost 
immediately iaise us from the slough of 
despond into which it is uselessto deny we 
have fallen, and place us upon the pinnacle 
of buoyant hope.

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SANTA FE WRECK, 
It Was Not the Result of an 
Accident. 


Man Who Placed the Boulder on 


the Track Arrested. 


He Says It Was Done in a Spirit 
of Revenge. 


‘ 

Because Ne Was Put Of a Train While 
Stealing a Ride — Some Peculiar 
Features Connected With 
the Outrage, 


The mystery surrounding the wreck 
of the Santa Fé overland passenger 
train between Duarte and Monrovia, 
last Monday evening, is to be cleared 
up much earlier than, any one had ex- 
pected. The wreck ‘Was not the result 
of an accident at all, but the premedi- 
tated effort of one or more men, a 
theory which was published in this pa- 
per Wednesday morning. The dis- 
covery of a large boulder, found on the 
scene of the wreck, in a position which 
showed unmistakably the purposes to 
which it had been put, was the only 
clew to the train-wreckers, but Chief 
Detective J. Frank Burns of the South- 
ern California road, assisted by Detec- 
tive George A. Insley and his assistants, 
immediately set out to run down the 
villains. ‘They had reason to believe 
that the man or men who had ditched 
the train could not have escaped far 
from the scene of their deviltry, and 
with this idea they worked from east 
and west toward Azusa, hoping to cor- 
ner their game. 

More clews which they discovered 
soon put them on a warm trail, and 
this was followed with admirable skill. 
A certain stranger, accompanied by a 
Mexican, had been seen in the vicinity 
of the wreck a short time before the 
train struck the boulder and went into 
the ditch. These were the men sought, 
and it was the work of but a short time, 
with the aid of some professional trick- 
ery, tocatch the stranger. One of the 
assistant detectives, personating a de- 
sertitig sailor, found the stranger and 
they became companions, with the pro- 
fessed intention of working their way 
back East. To tbe detective the sus- 
pected train-wrecker had admitted 
enough to convince the former that he 
was on the right trail, but it was hoped 
to discover others who were supposed 
to be implicated. It was thought best, 
however, to apprehend the man 
at once, and seek his confederates after- 
ward, and this was done by Detective 
Burns, at the Azusa depot Wednesday 
evening, at dbout 7:40, assisted by 
Azusa citizens, who had been called 
upon. 

The railroad detective placed both 
men under arrest, the disguised detec- 
tive as well asthe suspected stranger, 
and, bringing them to Los Angeles the 
same evening lodged them in the County 
Jail, locked in a cell together. 

The suspected man gave his name as 
Frank R. Warner, aged 35 years and 
claimed to have lived in Riverside dur- 
ing the pastsummer. He said very lit- 
tle at the jail, but he said enough to 
tacitly admit his guilt, which he had 
done before and more fully to the detec- 
tives. Itisclaimed that ina confes- 
sion he related how, while stealing -a 
ride toward Los Angeles, he had been 
put off a train, and for this he plafined 
revenge. At Duarte he fell in with 
a Mexican companion and others, with 
whom he drank liquor, displaying at 
the time a quantity of money, supposed 
to be about $80. This money, when 
the prisoner was searched, had dwindled 
to $1.50, the Mexican presumably 
having secured the remainder in some 
manner as vet unexplained. 

About some things the prisoner was 
very reticent, though he is said to have 
admitted that he rolled the boulder on 
the track with the intention of causing 
awreck. Inconfessing his guilt he is 
said to have remarked that he expects 
to get from ten to twenty vears for it, 
which shows that he is ignorant of the 
fact that the California law promises 


hanging to train-wreckers. Though 
he claimed to have done the deed 
ull alone, the detectives thought 


he must have had accomplices, and 
vesterday a further search was made at 
Azusa, but no additional arrests were 
made. ‘The theory is that the Mexican 
saw Warner place the stone upon the 
track, or had reasons for suspecting 
him, and as the price of his silence de- 
manded the fellow’s money. When 
caught, the Mexican will be given an 
opportunity to explain. The detectives 
have given up the idea of catching any 
others implicated, and now are collect- 
ing evidence against the prisoner, 
which they must have to supplement 
the confession, 

The boulder which caused the wreck 
was brought to Los Angeles last even/ 
ing. It weighs 202 pounds, and if 
Warner alone rolled it upon the track 
he had about all he could manage. 

The Santa Fé trainmen have been in 
a state of excitement since it was 
known how the wreck had been caused, 
and had informed Chief Detective 
Burns that when he could tell them who 


had put the stone onthetrack to leave 


the matter with them and they would’ 


dothe rest. Knowing how the feeling 
was among the men the arrest was 
made as secretly as possible to prevent 
alynching, and efforts were made to 


yesterday. The detectives engaged in
